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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The issues discussed 
in the interview of 25 August 2004 were presented to Quality Assurance Specialist Brian 
Stanton. It was agreed that, while the populations potentially treated need not be co-extensive 
for treatment of bone or cartilage damage to have inherently occured, in fact only eight mice 
were treated in the '366 patent and no specific guidance as to treatment methods or populations 
is set forth in that patent. Thus there is insufficient evidence in the patent to support a finding of 
inherency.
